PREPARATORY. 

Some of their best boys in the intermediate 
and senior classes received their early train- 
ing at Bain Boys' Preparatory School, 
under Mrs, Anderson.

If they could 
see their way to provide pensions 
for long-service secondary school teachers, 
who found it difficult to accommodate them- 
selves to new conditions, the opposition to 
Irish in the schools might be appreciably re- 
duced. A secondary school pension scheme 
was, in any case, urgently required. England, 
Scotland, and Northern Treland were all 
ahead of them in this respect. 

Sir James Percy distributed the awards for 
sportsmanship and comradeship, and gave a 
short address to the boys.

Mr. George Condell, J.P., Chairman of 
the Belfast City and District Water Com- 
missioners, made a statement on the 


Silent Valley water scheme at a largely- 


attended meeting of the Water Board 
yesterday. | 

He said that in the year 1920 tenders 
for the work in the Silent Valley were 
invited, but it was only in May, 1925, 
that the Commissioners decided to place 
the contract with Messrs, $. Pearson and 
Son (Contracting Department), Ltd., for 
a lump sum of £983,000. Before tenders 
were invited, the site of the proposed 
embankment. had been investigated by trial 
pits and borings, and plans showing the 
line across the Valley upon which the 
embankment was to be constructed were 
submitted by the Engineer, as were also 
the results of the borings which had been 
made under his supervision, The plans 
and designs of the proposed works had 
also been submitted to and approved by 
two eminent engineers, Mr. James 
Watson, M.Inst.C.E., of Bradford, and 
Mr. Edward Sandeman, M.Inst.C.E., of 
London, | 

Messrs. Pearson entered upon the con- 
struction work without delay, under the 
surveillance of Mr. McCullough and a 
competent staff of engineers and in- 
spectors. It was in, November, 1925, that 
the attention of the Commissioners was 
directly called by the contractors to differ- 
ences which had arisen between them and 
the Engineer on the question of design 
and workmanship, by notice of appeal 
given by the contractors to Mr. W. J. E. 
Binnie, of the tirm of Sir Alexander 
Binnie, Son and Deacon, London. who 
was the arbitrator appointed by the 


contract. 
MONEY EXPENDED, 


These appeals raised mattets of great im-

to say that the very eminent technical ad- 
visers of the Commissioners are very hopeful 
that by adopting somewhat different methods 
to those which up to the present have been 
employed all these ancillary works will be 
cai ied in, and form part of, the completed 
scheme, and that in respect of them there 
will be no scrapping and consequent loss of 
the money which has been punentod on them, 


THE FUTURE OF THE SCHEME. 

The Commissioners regret exceedingly that 
their engineer, Mr. McCullough, by reason of 
serious illness, has been ate for some time 
past to devote his full energies to the solution 
of the difficulties which, through no fault of 
his, have arisen. 

From personal conversations with expert 
engineers this week, I feel quite optimistic 
regarding the future of this Re seo and that 
it is quite possible that when the work has 
been completed the total cost will not exceed 
to any serious amount, if at all, the original 
contract sum. Secondly, we have every con- 
fidence in the great engineering firm of 
Messrs. Pearson and Son, who have carried 
out more important contracts in all parts of 
the world. The very fact that Sir Ernest 
Moir, in whom the Commissioners have every 
confidence, is most anxious, under the new 
agreement, to be permitted to carry out the 
remainder of this work is an indication that 
he is most hopeful of bringing this work to a 
successful issue. (Applause.) 


TWO PLANS PREPARED. 

Mr. David Adams, J.P., Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said that up till a Very 
short time ago the Commissioners were clearly 
and distinctly of opinion that Mr. 


McCullough’s specification covered them as 


Commissioners, and that the contractors 
accepted all responsibility in connection with 
it. When the arbitration came, however, 
and their counsel had looked into the matter, 


they found that Mr. McCullough had prepared 


two plans, on both of which he had lines 
indicating where the rock would be found, 
and counsel advised them that the arbitrator's 
award would settle nothing, and that in all 
probability before the case would end it would 
go to the House of Lords. Taking all the 
circumstances into consideration, they were 
advised to have the matter settled amicably. 
The amount of money that had been spent 
on the trench which was the subject of that 
dispute was £22,506. The amount on the 
entire embankment, including the trench, was 
£79,000, and they had paid the contractor, 
roughly, £400,000 for work done. They would 
at once see that Neam £320,000 had 


been spent on ancillary works. 


CONTRACTORS' OFFER. 

Messrs. Pearson's work showed a profit of 
24 per cent. on the work that they had done 
up till the present, and in order to Jet the 
Commissioners see that they were not out for 
money, and money only, they were willing to 
forego that 24 per cent. on £400,000, and 
accept in lieu of that 24 per cent. on £400,000 
and 10 per cent. on wages and material.

The news caused uneasiness at 
Warsaw, but it was considered that 
there was little likelihood of 
Lithuanian troops marching against 
Vilna, owing to the snowstorms at 
present . raging in North-Eastern 
Poland. Additional precautionary 
measures, however, were taken on 
the Polish frontier, as an unofficial 
state of war has existed between 
Poland and Lithuania for many 
years.

LETTER FROM LORD HAIG. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—There appears to be in certain 
quarters an impression that the money raised 
in Ireland in response to Earl Haig’s British 
Legion Appeal is used for the relief of dis- 
tress in England, and that ex-Service men in 
Ireland and their dependents do not receive a 
fair share of help from this fund. During. 
the year 1925 a net sum of £6,382 5s. ód. 
was raised in Ireland, this being mainly 
money contributed in connection with Poppy 
Day (November llth). The necessary re- 
cording and accountancy would entail this 
not being available for return until the be- 
ginning of 1926: existing funds would pro- 
vide for the interim. From January Ist, 
4926, to November 18th last (the latest date 
to which fully collated information is to 
hand), £12,727 7s. 9d. had been returned to 
‘the British Legion’s Voluntary Local Relief 
Committees in Ireland. In addition, £1,400 
had been voted for the creation of a special 
fund in each area of the British Legion in 
Ireland—this money to be kept in readiness 
for dealing with any special cases not falling 
within the regulations of other ex-Service 
benevolent associations. Thus, £14,127 7s. 9d. 
has already been returned to Ireland, against 
£6,382 5s. 3d. raised there. 

This is not all that has been done. The 
National: Executive, Council of .the British 
Legion appointed a special committee to con- 
sider the question of distress amongst ex- 
Service men and their dependents in Ireland, 
and,-on the committee's report being pre- 
sented, a sum of £12,800 over and above the 
amount returnable from Poppy Day collec- 
tians—namely, £6, 5s. 3d.—was granted. 
Of ‘the total’ of these two stms—i-e¢., 
£19,182 5s. Sd.+-£14,127 7s; Od. had been re- 
mitted to Ireland up to November . 18th, 
leaving £5,054 17s. 6d. still available on that 
date. ese are incontrovertible facts, which 
show that the amount set aside by the British 
Legion for relief in Ireland is slightly 
more than three times the amount normally 
retarnable. 24 

At the present time there are 171 British 
Legion relief’ committees working in Ireland, : 
and these cover practically the whole country.. 
As explained above, however, there exist in 
the area Offices in Dublin and Belfast the 
special funds. from which can be. assisted 
deserving cases in those very few districts in

The second interpretation, which seems 
less likely, is that the Dictator himselí 
has. threatened that he will turn against’ 
the King if he fails to’sign the decree. 

General .Primo de Rivera’s point of view 
is that the Assembly is absolutely necessary 
to complete the work of the coup d’ état. 
through which the present Government can 
retire ‘without. exposing. itself. to. the 
vengeance of the politicians it displaced.

Colonel Glowatski was arrested last 
Monday for publishing an incendiary 
article in his newspaper Jautas Balia. 
Yesterday he was released by his com- 
rades, and immediately ordered the 
putsch. 


UNOFFICIAL STATE OF WAR.

NATIONAL WAR MEMORIAL. 


A largely attended meeting of British ex- 
Service men was held, under the auspices of 
the Irish Legion, in the Metropolitan Hall, 
Abbey street, Dublin, last night, Dr, T, C. 
Studiey, President of the Irish Legion in the 
chair. i 

In opening the meeting the chairman spoke 
of the sad plight oí British ex-Service men 
throughout Ireland, and especially in Dublin. 
He said that the meeting had been called for 
the purpose of protesting against the spending 
of £42,000 on the National War Memorial in 
Merrion square, Dublin, and also to consider 
the present position of the British ex-Service 
men in regard to distress resulting from unem- 
ployment. ean. 

Mr. J. H. Reilly, Organising Secretary, 
spoke of the urgent necessity of having the 
men organised and launching their protest 
immediately. The bill relating to the transier 
of Merrion square to the City Commissioners, 
to enable the National War Memorial to be 
erected there, was to be lodged in the Dail 
on the 2lst instant, and, if no alternative 
scheme was framed by the men themselves, it 
would be passed throught the Dail next 
session. his: 

Mr. H. Hanlon proposed :—'' That this mass 
meeting oí British ex-Service men protest in 
the strongest possible manner against the 
spending. of 000 on a National War 
Memorial in Merrion squar2,; Dublin, as we 
consider that, in view of the distress prevatl- 
ing amongst the British ex-Service community, 
£5,000 is a sufficient sum to be expended on 
the project.” AC 

Mr. W. J, Leary, in isé it, said that 
the balance of the £42, might be spent 
throughout the country in constructive work, 
and he suggested that a conference of the 
British ex-Service mens representatives 
throughout Ireland should be called to devise 
a scheme which wou'd be acceptable to all 
concerned. i 

The Chairman then put the resolution to 
the meeting, and it was carried unanimously. 

Mr. M. J. Hennon, Chairman of the Irish 
Legion, dwelt at considerable length on: the 
inadequacy of pensions, instancing the higher 
cost of living in the Free State compared with 
thet prevailing in England, and also the un- 
favourable position of British ex-Service men 
here with regard to employment. He charged 
the British Government with full responsi- 
bility for their unfortunate circumstances, and 
ur 
solidly together. 

Mr. Sean Lyons, T.D., who was received 
with applause, spoke on uneraployment, its 
causes and inode, and urged strongly the 
consolidation of forces. He spoke of the 
acute distress among ex-Service men and their 
dependents throughout the Free State, and 
expressed his intention of opposing the legisia- 
tion regarding the Merrion square Memorial. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a cordial 
vote of thanks was passed te Dr. Studley and 
Deputy Lyons for their attendance.

DIVORCE IN NORTHERN 


IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have now got a copy of the Indian 
and Colonial Divorce (Jurisdiction) Bill and 
can put the facts as to Mr. Moles’s inter- 
vention in the House of Commons fully ‘before 
you. The essential words in the bil are 
that “a High Court in India shall 
have jurisdiction to make a decree for the 
dissolution of a marriage’’ where the parties 
are domiciled in England, “ provided that the 
grounds on which a decree for the dissolution 
of such a marriage may be granted Ma 
shall be those on which such a decree might 
be granted by the High Court in England.’ 

Mr. Moles suggested that similar privileges 
should be granted in India to citizens of 
Great Britain domiciled in Ulster. Lord 
Winterton promised to look into the matter, 
and in the end no change was made in the 
bill. The reason is plain. The bill gives 


Power to the High Court in India to do what 


the High Court in England can do at present. 
Such a bill cannot apply to divorce by act 
of Parliament. The High Court in Northern 
Ireland cannot grant a divorce—a decree for 
the dissolution of a marriage—and, therefore, 
the High Court in India cannot grant a 
divorce to a citizen domiciled in Ulster. Mr. 
Moles puzzled Lord Winterton by saying that 
a divorce act had been passed this year in 
Northern Ireland, without adding that 1 was 
a private act. Lord Winterton replied, “ lf 
the law has been changed, I will look into 
the matter.” Of course, he found that the 
law had not been changed—that cannot be 
done. by a private act. elie wg no change 
was made in the India bill, and it is correct 
to say that there are no facilities for divorce 
in Northern Ireland in the usual meaning of

IRISH WOOLLEN GOODS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin-—As there are strong rumours in the 
air of a thundering good auty being put on 
woollen piece-goods in the coming spring, 
perhaps a few instances showing the extreme 
difficulty which the tailor has in procuring 
Irish cloth of certain qualities and type would 
not be out of place. The instances I would 
bring to notice are these. Last August a 
gentleman who spends annually a considerable 
sum on clothes, and for forty years has, to 
our knowledge, worn nothing but [Irish- 
manufactured cloth, asked us to make him a 
really good quality blue nap or vicuna over- 
coat, as he was tired of wearing fleece and 
frieze. We had to reply that, if he wanted 
Irish in these cloths, we had not got them, 
nor did we think we would be able to get 
them, but said we would try the various 
wholesale cloth houses and mulls, submitting 
the patterns to him in due course. We then 
wrote or otherwise communicated with six 
different Irish woollen manufacturers, eleven 
Irish wholesale cloth merchants, and one 
English wholesale cloth merchant who trades 
extensively in Irish cloths. We also tried a 
number of merchant tailors in Dublin. The 
net result of our efforts was enough cloth to 
make a fair-sized mop, but among all these 
patterns there was not one which could be 
described as— 

(a) Good quality vicuna overcoating. 
(b) Good quality blue nap overcoating. 

In case it might be thought that the words 
“good quality ” were the stumbling block, I 
had better add that there were not any 
patterns that one could describe as being 
what we asked for, even with the quality 
proviso omitted. One manufacturer did nap 
a piece of Irish frieze for us, and we sub- 
mitted it to our client, but he turned it down, 
which was only what we had expected ; for, 
although in one sense it certainly was a blue 
nap, it was not a blue nap as understood by 
either the tailoring trade or the general

In the second instance a gentleman who has 
dealt with us for some years, all the time 

urchasing Irish cloth, asked us to get him a 
black overcoating of similar cloth to that in 
a ready-made overcoat that he picked out of 
our stock, adding that the cloth we would 
use for his overcoat must be Irish, This we 
thought would be easy to obtain, as we have 
a really good quality black Irish suiting in 
stock, and we felt sure that the makers of 
this cloth would be able to supply a black 
overcoating of similar quality. So we wrote 
to them for patterns pretty hopefully. This 
was their reply: *‘ We are obliged for your 
esteemed enquiry of the 6th inst., but regret 
we have nothing to offer in the se á of a 
black overcoating.’ We then tri other 
makers and merchants, and we eventually 
closed this transaction, by selling an overcoat 
that certainly was Iri8h and black, but the 
quality of which was very disappointing both 
to our client and ourselves, though it cost ts 
5s. a yard more than a similar English cloth ; 
and ‘our elient feels that he could have got a 
much better coat for less money had he not 
insisted on Irish ufacture, 

Both of these clients of ours are, no doubt, 
under the impression that they are iy re ot 
a deserving industry ; but is.a woollen industry 
that cannot supply such simple things as a 
good black overcoating or a good blue nap 
overcoating a deserving industry? Yet this

MUSIC 1N DUBLIN. 

‘In the course of a letter Mr. P. J. Duffy 
Honorary. Secretary of the Irish Musical

IRISH JOCKEY'S 
DEATH. 


FOUR MOTOR CARS IN A 
COLLISION,

A verdict of accidental death was returned 
by the jury at the inquest at Horley yester- 
day on Michael Tighe, the steeplechase 
jockey, who was killed in a motor accident 
on the Horsham-London road on Wednesday. 
Tighe, who was on his way to Gatwick races, 
was thrown out of a Rolls-Royce car, which 
overturned after skidding, when involved in 
a collision with three other motor cars. 

The jury handed over their fees to Mrs. 
Tighe, who, it was stated, had five young 
children, The Coroner, in summing up, said 
that, though there might be some evidence 
to support a civil action, there could be no 
question of a charge of manslaughter. 

‘Somebody might have committed an 
error of judgment,” he said, ‘but that 
would not warrant a serious charge.”’ 

William Charles Goff, garage proprietor 
of Worthing, the owner of the overturn 
car, said that he was driving from Worthing 
to Gatwick, and he was following another 
car. On his offside was another car, rather 
in front of him, which he thought was ap- 

roaching. He noticed the car in front of 

im pull on to the grass, and he applied his 
side brakes. He then saw another car try- 
ing to pass the car that was approaching 
him. He pulled over on to the grass as far 
as he could, and then the car in ont of him 
stopped dead. The next thing that happened 
was that he touched the offsice wheel of the 
car, a Morris Cowley; then the car touched 
a Vauxhall car, which was facing him, and 
finally it struck a Sunbeam car and over- 
turned. By that time he had almost pulled 
up. He was not hurt, and he went to assist 
the passengers in the car to get out. 

Ife saw Mr. Tighe and pulled him out, 
but he saw that he was dead. His speed was 
twenty-five to twenty-eight miles an hour. 
He had been driving for ten years. The car 
was in good order. 

Mr. Andrews, who appeared for the owner 
of the Morris Cowley, suggested that Mr. 
Goff was travelling at fifty to sixty miles an 
hour, and that he was unable to draw up. 
Mr. Goff maintained that he was not doing 
more than twenty-eight miles an hour. The 
reason his car overturned was because, being 
on the soft grass, his wheels locked, and the 
steering jammed after the collision with the 
other cars, : 

Mr. Douglas G. Conyers D'Arcy, of Brigh- 
ton, the driver of the Sunbeam car, said that 
be was one hugdred aid fifty yards from the 
Vauxhall car, which was stationary, when he 
saw the Morris-Cowley coming from the 
opposite direction. After going fifty yards 
he saw a cyclist giving a warning to the 
Morris Cowley to slow down, and witness 
expected that 11 would pull in behind the 
Vauxhall to jet him pass, as he (the witness) 
had the right of the road. The Morris-Cowley 
car came right on, however, and witness 
stopped aimost dead, because if he had gone 
on there would have been a collision with the 
Morris-Cowley. Then his car was bit from 
behind, and thrown up on the bank past the 
Morris-Cowley and the Vauxhall. If he had 
not been hit and forced on the grass the 
Morris-Cowley and his car would have col- 
lided, 

Arthur Soar, of Catford, the driver of the 
Morris-Cowley, said that he was driving from 
Horley to Crawley. His speed was about 
ten to fifteen miles, when he saw the sta- 
tionary Vauxhall. He was following a cyclist, 
who signalled to the effect that he was going 
to pass the Vauxhall. He saw the Sunbeam 
drawing up as he was alongside the Vauxhall, 
so that the three cars were practically in a 
line. The Rolls Royce was following the 
Sunbeam. 

“The driver of the Rolls Royce,"’ he said» 
‘put on his brakes and skidded violently 
forward, hitting the back of the Sunbeam and 
my offside front wheel, and then turning over 
with a loud crasb.”’ 

The Coroner—A driver should not draw out 
past another-car unless he is perfectly cer- 
tain that he is safe from the on-coming 
traffic, 

Wtiness—I was following the cyclist and 
creating a second line of traffic. ere was 
room for three cars abreast on the road, and 1 
saw no danger. It was the skidding of the 
Roiis Royce that stopped my progress. 

Frederick Henty, of Albany road, Crawley, 
ihe cyclist, said that after the collision he 
sav Tighe under the Rolls Royce. 

Replying to Mr. Rowland Thomas, who 
appeared for the owner of the Sunbeam car, 
witness said that if the Morris-Cowley had 
not been there the accident would not have

CINEMA FIRE. 


RESULT OF THE TRIAL.

The trial concluded in Dublin yesterday 
of Patrick Brennan (owner), William 
Forde (lessee of the cinema hall in Drum- 
collogher, County Limerick), and Patrick 
€. Downing (operator), who were charged 
with the manslaughter of Patrick 
O'Donnel, Anthony McCarthy, and Daniel 
Horan, who lost their lives in the fire 
which destroyed the cinema on September 
Sth, 1926. 

The jury found that Patrick Brennan 
was not guilty, and he’ was discharged. 
They failed to agree in the other two 
cases, and Forde and Downing were 
allowed to stand out on their own 


recognisances. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., with Mr. Dudley 
White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted. Mr. M. Binchy. (in- 
structed by Mr. Owen Binchy, solicitor, 
Charleville) appeared for Patrick Brennan. 
Mr. J. Healy (iristructed by Mr. James 
Lavan, solicitor, Newcastlewest) appeared for 
William Forde. Mr. Joseph G. McCarthy (in- 
structed by Messrs. Wynne and Wynne, soli- 
citors, Cork) appeared for Patrick U. 
Downing. | 

LESSEE’S EVIDENCE. 

William Forde, giving cvidence on his own 
behalf, said that Downing purchased the 
cinema machine that he used at Drum- 
collogher. Some time before the performance 
the witness put a candle on the table and 
lighted it. There weve no films on the table 
then. Downing put the films on the table 
later while the candle was lighting. ‘The 
witness at no time*saw any covering over the 
films. He could not say who lighted the 
second candle on the table. It might have 
been himself. 

Replying to Mr. McCarthy, he said that he 
knew that films were inflammable, but not 
so dangerous as they afterwards proved to be. 
He denied that Downing warned him that 
films should not be left near a naked light 
or that Downing burned a small piece of 
film in his garage to show how dangerous 
films were. 

In reply to his lordship, the witness said 
that there was no arrangement between Mr. 
Brennan and himself regarding the holding 
of the show on September 5th. 

In reply to Mr. Carrigan, the witness said 
that Mr. Brennan had no objection to his 
holding the performance. Sergeant Long told 
him the day before September 5th that it 
was necessary to have fire appliances, buckets 
of water, sand, etc., in the hall for the safety 
of the general public, but he did nothing 
about it. Sergeant Long had told him that 
there should be two exits in the hall, and the 
witness did not tell this to Mr. Brennan. 

OWNER’S STATEMENT. 

Patrick Brennan, examined by Mr. Binchy, 
said that he had bought the hall for £350 
about six years ago. It was not insured, On 
August 26 Forde asked him if he could have 
the hall to test the machine, and the witness 
said that he could. Forde did not use the 
hal until the following day. On Septov,oer 
lst Forde asked him if he could have the hall 
for the following Sunday, and he replied 
that he did not know, as it was in the posses: 
sion of a travelling company then. Forde did 
not come back to hin: again about the hall, 
and that wag the last interview that the wit 
ness had with him before the disaster. The 
hall was let to ihe County Council as a 
courthouse for the District Justice. 

OPERATOR'S STORY OF THE FIRE. 

Patrick Downing, examined by Mr. 
McCarthy, said that he was the operator at 
the Assembly Rooms Cinema, Cork, and was 
in the habit of giving cinema entertainments 
in various parts of the country. He bought 
the machine for Forde, and took some films in 
an asbestos-lined case to Drumcollogher. At 
Forde’s request the witness gave lessons to a 
man named Gleeson on the workirig of the 
machine. He pointed qué to both Forde and 
Gleeson the danger of films, and burned a 
piece of film in front of both of them. He 
warned Forde of the danger of allowing lights 
near the films. He did his best to alarm all 
those connected with the show of the danger 
involved in the exhibition of films. When he 
went to Drumcollogher to give the entertain- 
ment.on September 5 he brought three elec- 
tric lamps with him, two of which he gave to 
Mr. Forde on his arrival. He suggested to 
Forde that the cinema machine should be 
placed at the end of the hall farthest from 
the door, and. that the screen be hung near 
the door. This was not done. When the 
entertainment was ahout to hegin he asked 
Forde for the two electric lamps which he 
had given him earlier in the day. The witness 
had brought a lamp with him which he had 
ut up. That was the first light that was 
lighted in the hall that night. In the two 
bulbs that Forde gave him the filament was 
broken. The fourth lamp was in a similar 
state. The witness had suggested to Forde 
that the one lamp would be better if placed 
at the rear of the hall, but he told him not 
to worry. 

The witness put the films on the table. long 
hefore the show began when he lit the first 
lamp. There were no candles on the table 
then. Sergeant Long, Mr. Benson, and Mr. 
Forde were in the hall then. He left the 
machine once in the charge of a boy named 
Quirke. The second picture was about half- 
way through when he noticed a flare at the 
table. He immediately cut off the current 
from the machine. He shouted to the people 
to keep cool and ran down to the table and 
clapped his hands on top of the burning film. 
There were five films on the table. He had 
the burning film almost out, and if he had 
had a cap or coat he would have put it out 
altogether. Somebody then hit the burning 
film with a cap, and then another person 
kicked the films off the table, capsizing table 
and all on it. ‘‘If they had been left on the 
table—but it is-no use talking now,” ex- 
claimed Downing, in answer to his lordship. 

The witness said that he believed that 
everyone was out of the hall before he went 
out. He heard a shout, “ All out.” The 
smoke was so dense that he could see nothing. 
He got down to the bottom of the stairs, and 
he was surprised to learn that people were 
still inside. “TI may. be right or I may be 
wrong, but I thought that the flames were 
only at the door, and that if a person went 
inside the door and gave those inside en- 
couragement they would be saved. He at- 
tempted to go in and do this, but Sergeant 
Long stopped him, saying that it would not 
be safe, He went to the back of the house 
and did his best. He was badly burned. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, Downing 
said that he was aware that the cinema that 
he worked in in Cork had a licence, He also 
knew that it had a few exits and a number 
of fire appliances, but he did not think that 
they were any use. They were used as hat 
stands. 

Mr. Carrigan—‘‘So that we may expect 
another holocaust any day—TI presume the fire 
appliances are dummy ones?" 

Witness—" They deteriorate after a time.” 

Counsel having addressed the jury on behalf 
of each of the accused, 

THE SUMMING UP. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in his summing up, 
said that it was no defence for any of the 
three accused to say that the others were 
equally to blame, or to say that any action 
taken was authorised by the sergeant of the 
Civie Guard. The sergeant of the Civic 
Guard had no right to authorise or sanction 
what would be a criminal act. Referring the 
jury to certain sections of the regulations 
dealing with the precautions to be taken by 
the owner, lessee and cinema operator, the 
judge said that ignorance of the law was no 
excuse for anybody. If a person commits a 
breach of the law, he was liable for that 
breach, and the jury must deal with that 
case as if each one of those three men was 
fully aware of the provisions of this statute 
and of the statutory regulations made under 
it. . 

The question had arisen: what was 
negli and what was criminal ligence ? 
Negl was a breach of duty, a failure to 
take care, an omission to do something that 
ought to be done, or the doing of something 
that ought not to have been done. They 
must not apply the standard of Drumcollogher 
as regards this negligence or criminal 
negligence to this case. There was no 
one standard for Drumcollogher and another 
for Dublin. They must ermine what a 
reasonable man would have done in the par- 
ticular citeumstances of this case, and if the 
action of the accused fell short of that 
standard then the accused were negligent. But 
that was not sufficient to sustain an indict- 
ment for manslaugher. In order to sustain 
such an indictment. death must have been 
caused by criminal negligence as disti 
from ry negligence, Criminal 
was like ordinary neg 
was a failure to take von 
to amount to criminal negligence, the negli- 
pence must be so great as to amount to reck- 
essness—a reckless disregard of life and

EDUCATING THE CONSUMER. 

At last DThursday’s sitting in Government 
Buildings, Dublin, of the Committee on 
Milk Supply, Dr. W. D. O'Kelly, M.D., 
D.P.H., Departement of Pathology and 
Bacteriology, University College, Dublin, sug- 
gested veterinary inspection and tuberculin 
testing of cows, and re-actors should be ear- 
marked or slaughtered. The aim should be to 
get healthy animals in from five to ten years 
by encouragement and gradual enforcement ol 
regulations 

He considered that milk producers should 
be gradually converted to the necessity for 
clean byres with concrete floors, ample arr 
space, proper ventilation and a proper water 
supply. Those who did not improve should be 
forced out of the trade. It should be ex- 
plained to them that deaths had occurred 
from disease traceable to dirty milk, and 
this knowledge would be an inducement to 
them to adopt cleaner methods of production, 

MILK IN OPEN VESSELS. 

Milkers should be medically examined, free 
from disease, and cleanly in habits. There 
should be adequate arrangements for the 
cleaning of hands, cows and milk utensils, 
and for the cooling of milk. The consumer 
should be educated through the medium of 
the cinema, booklets, and by wireless chats 
as to the necessity of the cooling and 
cleanliness of milk at home. He favoured the 
gradual elimination of shops where milk was 
stored in open vessels for sale, and considered 
teat it was essential to have city milk de- 
livered in bottles. 

He did not advocate pasteurisation, as he 
preferred clean raw milk; but, if circum- 
stances required, pasteurisation should be 
carried out, on the retarding system, at a 
central dépét, and not at the source of pro- 
duction. . In cities there should be a central 
dépét for the colleetion, bottling and distri- 
bution of milk. 

TUBERCULAR INFECTION. 

The object should be to get a clean milk 
supply and tuberculosis eradicated’ from the 
herds. He was not aware of any scientific 
determination of the extent of bovine tuber- 
cular infection among human subjects in the 
Free State, but en Ao” that the experience 
ascertained in England and Scotland held 
good for this country. He recommended a 
simplified grading of milk, and urged that 
immediate legislative steps be taken to 
standardise the grading under . which 
pasteurised milk should be clearly described 
as such.

ments. The only liability was in respect of 
remittances received by the beneficiaries. The 
Commissioners came to the conclusion that 
trade was carried on at the station ; that the 
station was in the legal “ownership of the 
trustees; that the annual profits or gains 
acrued to the trastees, and that they were 


liable to income tax.

LICENCES. 


STATEMENT BY DUBLIN 
DISTRICT JUSTICE. 

In the Dublin District Court yesterday & 
number of applications were heard for exten- 
sion of damcing and liquor licences for Clery's, 
La Scala and the Metropole Restaurants in 
connection with dinners and dances during 
the Christmas season. ) 

Mr. Cussen said that he thought it right to 
lay down the general principles under which 
such licences would be granted in future, 
For Cinderella dances the extension would not 
exceed one hour—from 10 p.m. to 11 p.m., 
say. In the case of a dance lasting alter 
midnight the extension would be for: two 
hours. In. all “cases drink could only be 
supplied with refreshments—there would be 
no bar and no baffet. 

A number of liquor licence. extensions were 
granted under these conditions. 

When an application was made on behalf of 
La Scala Restaurant for the extension of their 
dancing licence from 12 midnight to 6 o'clock 
on the marning of Tuesday, December 28th 
next, Mr. Cassen said that he thought it well: 
to explain the practice of the Court in respect 
to these applications. .It was essential in all 
matters of public amusement that all persons 
should be treated with absolute equality. Mr. 
Cussen read an extract from a Dublin paper 
about. this time last year on the occasion of 
the refusal by Mr. Collins to grant the exten- 
Sion of a dancing licence to a body calling 
themaelves.shop assistants. Mr. Collins ex- 
pressed himself as not being in favour of all- 
night public dances, as they. were causing a 
great deal of public discontent. 

JUSTICES’ ATTITUDE. 

Mr. Cussen said that .he certainly agreed 

with what Mr. Collins said on that occasion. 
The justices, by virtue. of their office; were 
not entitled to set themselves up as censors 
of public morals ;. but when they. were asked 
to grant facilities for public dancing and for 
the consumption of drink on these occasions, 
they were, bound: to satisfy,. themselves. that 
there would not be inconvenience or dissatis- 
faction, to. general members of the public. . He 
could not overlook the fact that on more than 
one occasion—the last quite recently—the 
Catholic bishops of this ‘country publicly con- 
demned all-night dances, except when they 
were held under the most careful supervision. 
The r that he had quoted suggested that 
the lic might think that there was dis-. 
crimination, made between. different classes of 
the community, bat he wished to make it 
clear that the social position of any ‘person 
would not. be considered in the granting of 
applications for extensions.of dancing licences. 
FUTURE APPLICATIONS. 
In future in that court all these applications 
would be dealt with on the basis that no 
extension would be granted later than 3 a.m., 
except in the case of Saturday night, when 
the hour would be 12 midnight. He held it 
open to consider the propriety of granting a 
further extension on Saturday nights in cases 
of workers whose business would not allow 
them holding dances on any other night.
